TRAIN ROBBERIES INCREASING. 


No Protection for Mail or Mail Cerk 


and No Redress for the Sender 


of Ntfney. A Practice That 


Should Be Prohibited. 


One-fourth of tbe money transmitted 


about the United States is sent through 
tbe mails What richer harvest could 
the tram robber want than this? It is 
so easy to rob a mail car when it seldom 
carries more than two or three men and 
these aie absolutely without any means 
of defense 
Their work ot assorting and 


throw ing the mail is so arduous that they 
have no time to think of robbers and are 
never prepared for a visit from them. 


The consequence is that every effort to 


rob a mail car is successful and in many 
cases the railway postal clerk is the suf- 
ferer for his vain and foolish eudea\or to 
protect himself and tbe property m his 
charge 
Tho train robbentis have be- 


come moie frequent of late >ears and tho 
reason therefore is that the desperadoes, 
who, by the way, have increased in num- 
ber, ha\e ascertained how much money is 
actually ^ent through the mails and how 
little trouble it is to confiscate the con- 
tents of a mail car la only£one or two 
cises haie robbers been foiled in their ef- 
lorts to rob the mail car, tor they seldom 
find a postal rlerfc prepared foi them and 
in nine coses out of teu not a clerk in the 
car lias a res olver on his person 


Of late years the amount of money sent 


by mail has increased to a remarkable ex-

Sometimes are Worth Many 


Thousands of Dollars. 


The judgeship matter is now more 


prominently before the citizens than at 
any time since Judge Thayer tendered his 
resignation. The latest action of the bar, 
which was by some believed to have defi- 
nitely settled tbe matter, is evidently 
far from entirely satisfactory. This morn- 
ing's Springfield Republican contained 
the following on the judgeship matter: 


There was considerable talk at North 


Adams yesterday over the judge&hip 
matter that has agitated the city for 
weeks. So far only the opinions of the 
lawyers have been considered ia the 
matter, but the news that Oov. Wolcott 
wanted to know the status of public 
opinion before appointing P. J. Ashe, the 
bar's candidate, setagoodmanya-talking. 
President Lawrence of the Souate and 
Representative John E. Magenis presented 
the bar's petition in favor of Mr. Ashe to 
the governor Wednesday, and it was then 
that the governor expressed himself, it is 
said. Another interesting: story ia that 
Senator Lawrence did not sign the bar's 
petition as requested by vote of the bar 
His reasons, the informed ones say, were 
that it would nob be advisable for him, 
holding the office he does, to sign the 
petition, and also that he was not on the 
grounds and did not know the state of 
feeling that existed. 


As regards public opinion there is free 


expression of dissatisfaction at the outr 


successor to Judge Thayer. Mr, Ashe is 
a democrat and party feeling helps to 
make the dissatisfaction and there are 
those having no regard for party in tbe 
matter who are dissatisfied. Carlton T. 
Phelps has strong friends yet and no little 
disappointment comes because the bar 
made conditions he could not accept. A 
prominent North Adams man said yester- 
day that Gov. Wolcott would do well to 
so slow in making an appointment; that 
he should be informed on all tbe phases 
of the matter from the beginning of the 
unfortunate agitation. He was of the 
opinion that Judge Thayer's resignation, 
should be filed and if the judge was not 
able to attend to the judicial duties that 
one of the special justices could serve 
until the present ill wind should blow 
past. He is not at all in favor of the pres 
cut status of the case and there are many 
like him. 


Among those not satisfied with the re- 


sult the bar has brought about are Col. 
John BraceweU, president of the city 
council; H.Torrey Cady,a leading Repub- 
lican; E. S. Wilkinson, caiuier of the 
Adams National bank and very promi- 
nent in city affairs. Mr. Bracewell does 
not hesitate to say thathewas approached 
to lend his support to Mr. Ashe and 
promptly refused it. Hia choice for 
office was Mr. Phelps and he will support 
no other. Mr, Cady is surprised to see 
the office going to a Democrat while there 
are competent Republicans in. that very 
Republican district for the office. Mr. 
Wilkinson is dissatisfied with the out- 
come and would have preferred Mr. 


j Phelps. No one is heurd saying a word 


against Mr. Ashe personally; all are care- 
ful to speak of him iu high terms so 
not to be misunderstood. Mr. Ashe, ac- 
companied by Mr. Phelps, went to Bos- 
ton on the 
evening train yesterday 


Friends of Mr. Phelps think he is injuring 
himself by figuring so prominently in the 
matter. It is understood that Mr. Phelps 
regards this as a matter of the bar and i 
is aa a lawyer that he interferes.

opera house Thursday evening, and on 
the whole they played this rather ambi- 
tious play very well. It is a difficult piece 
of comedy for amateurs, and it is a Bur- 
prise that the collegians handle it as well 
as they do. The parts of Sir Anthony 
Absolute and Bolt Acres were very well 
carried by Stephen D. Clark and Lewis 
Perry. They played better than amateurs. 
In fact, not only because of the charac- 
ters' parts in the play, but largely because 
of these two players' ability, the perform- 
ance was a success.
